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TIDAL WAVE DISASTER IS RE- 
SULT QUAKE—LIVES WERE 
LOST ON THE SOUTH COAST 
OF NEWFOUNDLAND 
St. John’s, Nfld, Nov. 21— 

Isolated from the rest of the world 

since a tidal wave ravaged the dis- 

trict after Monday's earthquake a 

storm broke down all means of com- 

munication, stricken communities in 

Burin peninsula on the southern 

coast of Newfoudland, were known 

today to have suffered the loss of 

27 lives, in addition to serious prop- 

erty damage. First word of the 


disaster reached here today in wire-* 


less messages from the 
Portia. 

Eighteen dead were reported from 
Lord's Cove and Lamaline, in the 
district of Burin west, and nine lives 
were lost in the district of Burin 
east. ! 

The latest news to trickle through 
from Burin cast reported seven 
people drowned and seven houses 
were swept away at Port Au Bras. 
Mrs. Thomas Judge and three chil- 
dren were in one residence, Mrs. S. 
Bennett and a brother in another, 
and Mrs. William Allan in a third, 
Mrs. V. Kelly and her daughter oc- 
cupied one of three houses swept 
away at Kelly's Cove. 

Entire waterside premises at 
Burin and vicinity were destroyed. 
Four bodies were recovered there. 
The extent of the disaster at St. 
Lawrente was not learned, but no 
deaths were reported from that 
place. Every effort was being made 
to ascertain details of the havoc. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Nov. 2 (By C. 
BE. A, Jeffrey, Canadian Press Staff 
Writer.)—A definite and important

land at Burin resulting from the 
earthquake and tidal wave that 
wrecked the peninsula on Monday 


was indicated today by Hon. George 
Bartlett on his arrival in the de- 
vastated community, where he wit- 
nessed the disaster from the deck of 
the small steamer Daisy as the ship 
was lifted on the crest of the hurtl- 
ing wave and dropped back as the 
tide receded. 

Where vessels of fifteen tons 
could once lie safely at anchor in the 
Burin neighborhood, Mr. Bartlett 
said, the wave had left the coastal 
water too shallow for navigation. 

Property damage was estimated 
by Mr. Bartlett at no less than one 
million dollars. 


STERN DECREE ISSUES FROM 
SOVIET UNION 


Moscow, Nov. — Hereafter 
Soviet citizens working or residing 
abroad who may refuse to obey the 
summons of their government to re- 


turn to Russia will be adjudged 
guilty of treason. When finally 
taken into custody they will be 


sentenced to prison and shot within 
24 hours after identity is establish- 
ed. 

This drastic measure was taken 
today by the central executive com- 
mission of the Soviet Union in the 
light of the recent refusal of M.' 
Bessodovsky, of the Soviet Embassy 
at Paris, to return to Moscow to face 
trial on charges of embezzlement. 

The new decree is retroactive and 
declares that all such Soviet citizens 
will be classed as outlaws and de- 
serters and as enemies of the work- 
ers and peasants. All their property 
will be confiscated and their cases: 
tried before the supreme court of the 
union, and their names broadcast as 
outlaws. 

The edict was regarded here as 
carrying warning to a large number 
of professional Russians belonging 
to the present regime who at pres- 


ent are in Europe or the United 
States. These include engineers, 
actors, government officials, trade 


representatives, diplomats, students 
and others. 
DROP RECORDED IN IM- 
MIGRATION 


Ottawa, Nov. 23.—Immigration to 
Canada during the first ‘six months 
of the current fiseal year—April 1 
to Sept. 30—totalled 120,388, a de- 
crease of 3 per cent. when compared 
with the same period of 1928, Of 
the current year’s total 51,781 were 
British, 20,709 from the United 
States, 21,891 from north-western 
Europe, and 25,957 representing 33 
other races. British immigration 
shows an increase in the six months 
of this year of 6,905; United States 
an increase of 2,002; northwestern 
Europe, 1,224; while immigration 
from other countries decreased 13,- 
506. 


Total immigration in September 
of this year, 11,101, In the six 
months under review 17,606 Can- 
adians who went to the United 


States intendng to reside there re- 
turned to Canada for permanent 
residence, These are not included in 
the immigration returns

HEALTH SERVICE — IMMUNITY 


The word “immunity” has come 
into common use, and it is desirable 
that its meaning should be clearly 
understood. When a person suffers 
from a communicable disease, his 
body develops certain substances 
which are called antibodies, and 
these are the fighting forces of the 
body against that particular disease. 


|The disease germs and the poisons 


which they produce are the destroy- 
ing forces; the antibodies ure the de- 
fending agents. 

After recovery from most of the 
communicable diseases, the individ- 
ual continues to have present in his 
body these defending agents. It is 
for this reason that second attacks! 
of such diseases are not common 
As long as defensive forces, strony 
enough to prevent the germs of a 
disease from gaining a foothold, are 
present, we say that the individual 
is immune to that particular disease. 
Immunity, therefore, means protec- 
tion. When a person is immunized 
against a disease, he is given im- 
munity through some of the known 
means,
